The section “Subdivision for Local Material” has been greatly expanded and given new im- 
portance in a separate section. 

A complete new feature of the revised edition is the “Partial List of Organizations, etc., 
That Issue Pamphlets” which is indexed according to subjects. 

We think the author has made this new edition invaluable to any librarian who has, or who 
contemplates starting a pamphlet file.

SUSAN GREY AKERS 
By Etuet M. Farr 






The hills of Virginia never produced a 
chain of influence more clearly traced than 
that exemplified by “Preacher Harris’” 
grandchildren, the Akers family. James 
Akers, the redheaded boy in Reverend John 
Kellogg Harris’ Virginia mountain school 
liked languages and when grown to manhood 
went to teach a variety of them in the Uni- 
versity in Richmond, Kentucky with the 
blessing of his teacher and mentor. Here 
Susan Grey Akers and her sister and broth- 
ts were born and began their search for 
knowledge. 

In spite of the early years spent in Ken- 
lucky the family returned to the Virginia 


















hills at every opportunity, spending days 
and weeks with Grandmother Harris and her 
family in the county seat on a hilltop twenty- 
three miles from the railroad,—that is, “six 
hours by Virginia mules.” When hard roads 
and electric light came to the county seat the 
children said “the place was ruined.” But 
the time spent there meant that the granite 
of Grandfather and Grandmother Harris’ 
New England character, a devotion to one’s 
fellow human beings and the urge to move to 
new opportunities were inherited in good 
measure by the Harris grandchildren. The 
hilltop town still holds inspiration for them 
and at the same time has sent them out 
firmly on their own. 

Susan left home to teach, first in Murray, 
Kentucky, then in Birmingham, and later 
joined the Public Library Staff in Louisville. 
Books were part of her heritage. So she went 
to the University of Wisconsin to prepare for 
library work. In those years the School in 
Wisconsin was directed by Mary Emogene 
Hazeltine whose standards of achievement 
set high aims for her students. When her 
course was finished, Susan, with a genius for 
moving to stimulating distant assignments 
and with Miss Hazeltine’s ideals of perfec- 
tion, went East and took her first position as 
Librarian of the Department of Hygiene at 
Wellesley College. The students of that day 
remember her with affection. The next move 
was to the University of North Dakota. 
Miss Hazeltine watched every achievement 
of her Wisconsin graduates.. It followed 
naturally that Miss Akers should be called 
back to teach in the Wisconsin Library 
School. Here her interest in cataloging was 
given full play and, in pursuit of ideas, in 
due time she took herself off to the newly 
established Graduate Library School of the 
University of Chicago. Thus she had a 
share in the early research in unexplored 
problems of the sociology of bibliography. 
She was the first woman to be granted a 
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Doctor’s degree in librarianship from the 
University of Chicago. This led to an ap- 
pointment in the School of Library Science 
of the University of North Carolina first as 
Associate Professor, then as Acting Director 
and later as Dean of the School. While 
serving there Dr. Akers in the capacity of 
Dean guided the development of the Library 
School of the North Carolina State College 
for Negroes (now North Carolina College) 
at Durham. 

This academic history hides the humor, 
the frank comments about herself, the quiet 
understatements and the unique stories of 
her experiences, all gradually discovered by 
her friends. She built herself a house and 
then found that she “had to buy it back” to 
preserve it from the inroads of the elements. 
She found herself at a speaker’s table un- 
expectedly being called upon with other 
authors. She responded, “I did write a book. 
It is called Simple Library Cataloging. It 
has 173 pages and is illustrated with Library 
of Congress catalog cards.” She describes 
the achievement of one summer in the hilltop 
town in Virginia as the ability to drive a 
newly acquired car and to “turn around if 
you give me an open field and fifteen min- 
utes.” 

In the summer of 1950 a long-distance call 
came from Washington: Would she go to 
Japan as American Consultant in Library 
Science under the Civil, Information, Edu- 
cation Section of the United States Army? 
This time given fifteen minutes, she called 
Washington with the information that she 
would,—and she did, going to help lay the 
foundations for the later development in pro- 
fessional education for librarianship in Japan. 

Her ability to meet the demands of the 
situation even in a foreign country was shown 
by the fact that the third edition of her 
Simple Library Cataloging was translated 
into Japanese by Dr. Hatsuo Makamura of 
Keio University and by Mr. Ouchi, and was 
published in 1951. Devoted students from 
Japan unfailingly seek her out when they 
come to the United States. Mr. Seiichi 
Kitera, Librarian of the Osaka Prefecture 
Library and Mr. Masao Kamachi, Librarian 
of the Tokushema Prefecture Library, and 
Mr. Watanbe traveled to Chapel Hill “to see 
where Dr. Akers lived.” Mr. Watanbe, the 
first to arrive, was welcomed by her sister 
because Dr. Akers was at that time (in 1954- 
55) in Iran under the auspices of the Depart- 
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ment of State on a Smith-Mundt Lectureship 
in Library Science at the University of Teb- 
ran upon the recommendation of the Com. 
mittee on International Exchange of Persons, 
Mr. Hatsuo Nakamura now of the Faculty of 
the Library School at Keio University paid 
her a visit in 1958 while she was planning the 
revision of the cataloging of the Sondley 
Reference Library for the Pack Memorial 
Public Library at Asheville, North Carolina, 

Not only has Dr. Akers’ service in other 
countries been acknowledged but in 1956 the 
American Library Association honored her 
with the Margaret Mann citation. This cita- 
tion reads: “The Margaret Mann Citation 
in Cataloging and Classification is awarded 
in 1956 to Susan Grey Akers, distinguished§ 
author and teacher, leader of cataloging ac. 
tivities in the Southeast and throughout the 
United States, consultant for Library Service 
in Japan and Iran, for noteworthy contribv- 
tions to library service. By precept and ex-§, 
ample she has shaped the cataloging prac- 
tices of thousands of small libraries through. 
out the country. We honor her accomplish- 
ments and name her as one who has practiced 
notably the high ideals of cataloging service 
upheld by Margaret Mann.” 

Retired from deanships, Dr. Akers con- 
tinued to contribute to bibliographic organi- 
zation through cataloging. In 1955-56 she 
organized the library and the catalog of the 
School of Nursing of the Rowan County Me. 
morial Hospital at Salisbury, North Caro- 
lina. This was followed by the work in 
Asheville in 1958. Now she has been invited 
back to teach the basic course in cataloging 
and classification at the University of North 
Carolina during the first semester of the cur- 
rent academic year. 

Quiet, deliberate steps characterize her 
approach to plans and problems. Emerson 
Greenaway in his tribute to her in Library 
Resources and Technical Services in the win- 
ter of 1957 says, “. . . she has been able to 
keep her objectives in sight and not to be 
discouraged when fate sometimes decreed 
that ‘the plan’ be altered or delayed in its 
completion. Always she has been able to 
replot her course. . . . The world has beet 
[her] laboratory. . . . It is the world—thaj 
of books and people—that fascinates and in 
terests her. The world for Susan Grey Aker: 
is at her doorstep.” 

But in her vacations she goes back to the 
hilltop in Virginia.

Professor Jarrell, 
one of America’s best poets, has a high international 
reputation as teacher and critic. This bibliography is 
most useful and comprehensive, but one regrets the 
absence of secondary material — particularly news- 
paper stories available to Mr. Adams and not “readily 
available in published indexes to periodicals”, to quote 
him. Somewhat disconcerting is the shift among the 
Parts between Chronological and Alphabetical arrange- 
ments, which could be improved by the use of Chrono- 
logical organization throughout the text, with a com- 
prehensive index. If there is another edition of this 
bibliography, typographical errors should be corrected 
at the following locations: p. 30, line 18; p. 33, line 2; 
p. 46, line 14; p. 71, lines 25 - 26. Also, several of 
Jarrell’s poems appear in Robinson and Rideout’s 
College Book of Modern Verse published in 1958; the 
bibliography ends with 1957.

ApaAms, RAnpotpH G. Political Ideas of the American 
Revolution: Britannic-American Contributions to the 
Problem of Imperial Organization, 1765 to 1775. This 
third edition (first edition, 1922; second edition, 1939) 
of one of the classics in American history and govern- 
ment by the late Director of the William Clements 
Library, Ann Arbor, Michigan has 1) emendations 
he prepared or authorized Alec J. Hammerslough to 
make, 2) the cooperation of the author’s son, Thomas 
R. Adams, and 3) A Note to the Reader and a Com- 
mentary by Merrill Jensen. The 30-page commentary 
by Professor Jensen of the University of Wisconsin 
brings up-to-date Adams’s ideas in the light of recent 
historical research. Such questions as local-vs.-central 
governments, law and written constitutions, and 
democracy’s role in political society are just as much 
with us today as they were two hundred years ago: 
witness, to name just two examples, the idea of States 
rights and Federal authority in the current school inte- 
gration dispute and the debates in the United Nations 
over Colonialism. The players in this Big Game may 
change, the field they play on may shift, the immediate 
prize may vary, but the ideas behind the struggle differ 
little in 1958 from those which Adams shows the 
American founding fathers dealt with. The printing, 
binding and format of the new edition are adequate 
if undistinguished.

Haceporn, Ratpw K. Benjamin Franklin and Chess 
in Early America; A Review of the Literature. The 
distinguished bibliographer, Ralph K. Hagedorn, at 
present librarian of the C. F. Braun and Company 
Reference Library in Alhambra, California, has drawn 
together in one volume everything which Benjamin 
Franklin had to say about chess in his voluminous 
writings. An essay, The Morals of Chess, is reprinted 
in full. In this essay Franklin spelled out the principles 
of good sportsmanship, principles which have a wider 
application than for chess alone. “For,” wrote Franklin, 
“life is a kind of chess, in which we have often points 
to gain, and competitors or adversaries to contend 
with, and in which there is a vast variety of good and 
ill events, that are, in some degree, the effects of 
prudence or the want of it.” These writings on chess 
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are followed by a bibliography of chess in America to 
the year 1859 with historic notes appended to each 
item listed. The compilation is of value to students of 
Franklin, to librarians and bibliographers for the 
historic notes, and to chess players, as well as of 
interest to the general reader.

OTHER ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Avis, F. C. The Bookman’s Concise Dictionary. Con- 
taining more than 9,000 words and abbreviations of 
use to “the librarian, bibliographer, bookseller, pub- 
lisher, student and common reader,” this volume is 
now published in this country from English sheets; 
hence its choice of terms and its definitions are natural- 
ly more British than American: for example, “check- 
list” is not given, but “hand list” and “finding list” 
are. The American Library Association and the 
Grolier Club are cited, but not the Bibliographical 
Society of America. Homer is listed, but not Virgil, 
though both “Virgilian” and “Vergilian” are. Chaucer 
is the only English writer listed by name, but Samuel 
Johnson is given under “Great Cham of Literature,” 
and these words are included: Boswell (“a biographer,” 
as a generic term), Boswellian, Boswellism, Boswellize, 
Byronic, Gilbertian, Johnsonese, Johnsonian, Miltonic, 
Shakespearean, Shavian, Skeltonian, Spenserian, and 
Wordsworthian. Of the 467 terms in John Carter’s 
ABC for Book-Collectors, 149 are not in Avis Diction- 
ary, such as “condition,” “japon,” “mint,” “point,” 
“provenance,” “rare book,” “rarity,” “state,” and 
“unique”—all of which have special meanings for the 
bibliographer. And although the definitions are quite 
concise, sometimes too much so—“pornographic”’ is 
defined simply as “obscene,” and “obscene” is not listed 
at all—The Bookman’s Concise Dictionary is a valuable 
reference tool. If Mr. Avis gives R. B. McKerrow’s 1913 
Notes on Bibliographical Evidence, vastly superseded by 
his Introduction to Bibliography, and cites the long de- 
ceased Bibliographical Notes and Queries, he does give 
us “Joe Miller: a jest book,” the Russian words for 
fairy tale (“skazka”) and short story (“skazochka”), 
and a new phrase—at least for me—‘“Porcus Literarum 
(L.): an avid reader without regard to literary 
quality.”

Bowers, Frepson, editor. The Dramatic Works of 
Thomas Dekker: Vol. III. The Roaring Girl, If This 
Be Not a Good Play, the Devil Is in It, Troia-Nova 
Triumphans, Match Me in London, The Virgin Martyr, 
The Witch of Edmonton, and The Wonder of a King- 
dom are the six plays included in this third attractive 
volume of Professor Bowers’s critical old-spelling edi- 
tion of the Elizabethan dramatist’s works for the stage. 
Of these the first was written with Thomas Middleton, 
The Virgin Martyr with Philip Massinger, and The 
Witch of Edmonton with William Rowley and John 
Ford. Troia-Nova Triumphans (London Triumphing) 
is a brief piece of less than 18 pages. With 17 plays 
edited, Professor Bowers is expected to wind up his 
labors on Dekker in a fourth volume, containing the 
doubtful works. Few playwrights have had more 
careful editing; and the textual introductions and 
notes, press-variants, and emendations of accidentals 
show the extent to which the editor has applied the 
techniques of bibliographical scholarship to establish 
his texts. The critical apparatus will interest specialists 
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primarily, few of whom will quarrel with Professor 
Bowers’s results and many will agree that one might 
apply A. E. Housman’s phrase (which he himself wrote 
on the title page of his edition of Juvenal’s Satires): 
“Editorum in usum edidit.” For the student of English 
drama hitherto difficult-to-obtain works are now avail- 
able in readable form, permitting him to enjoy Dekker’s 
humorous and realistic picture of life among the prosti- 
tutes, thieves, craftsmen and lower middle-class shop- 
keepers in the time of the first Elizabeth and her 
successors.

Congress of Organists held in London in 1957 consti- 
tute the largest part of this volume (which is in 
reality Volume Ten in the better known series of 
Hinrichsen’s Music Books.) The address of Sir George 
Dyson on “The place of the Organist in British Musical 
Life” is a splendid survey of church music in Great 
Britain, as is Dr. Leo Sowerby’s on “Composition in 
Relation to the Church in America.” An important 
suggestion is that of George Little of Canada—“What 
a wonderful thing it would be if reference libraries 
could be made available by some central mailing 
rental institution which would include choral and organ 
recordings, books and music!” The most controversial 
feature of the Congress was Geoffrey Beaumont’s 
“Twentieth Century Folk Mass” which utilizes jazz. 
Those interested might be glad to know that the score 
was published by Josef Weinberger (London, 1956). 
It has recently been issued in a long playing record 
(Paxton, London, L.P.R. 201) and Fiesta Records, 
New York.

Shakespeare’s ‘Last Plays’ form the central theme of 
this year’s Survey, with contributions by various dis- 
tinguished Shakespearian scholars. In the more general 
section articles are presented on the Shakespeare Insti- 
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tute’s recently acquired ‘Portrait of a Moor’, by Bernard 
Harris; the engraving of ‘The Funeral Obsequies of Sir 
All-in-New Fashions’, by F. P. Wilson; a note on ‘Mart- 
in Peerson, and the Blackfriars’, by Mark Eccles; and 
‘Dramatic References from the Scudamore Papers’, by 
J. P. Feil. The usual international notes and list of 
Shakespeare productions in 1956 are followed by a

This 
slight collection of essays by the Master of Pembroke 
College, Cambridge, shows what the author refers to as 
“a love of the biographical part of literature.”

Gray, Pepys and Boswell, James Beresford the humor- 
ist, and Benjamin Beatson, author of Concordances. 
These essays, including four notes on Doctor Johnson, 
are of moderate interest and, except for peculiarly 
Pembrokian sidelights, offer little that is new or signifi- 
cant. Finally in an essay that is interesting, informa- 
tive and fresh, Mr. Roberts writes of Max Beerbohm 
and contributes anecdotes from his own knowledge of 
the subject. Obviously a lover of sharp wit, the author 
creates quickly and easily a clear, sympathetic portrait 
of Beerbohm which is most amusing and vital.

Stupres In BrsriocrapHy. Papers of the Bibli- 
ographical Society of the University of Virginia. Decen- 
nial Extra Volume. Volume Ten, 1957. This latest 
contribution from what might be called “the Fredson 
Bowers school of bibliography” differs from previous 
volumes in that it is primarily a selected list of bibli- 
ographical scholarship from 1949 through 1955 (some 
3,416 books and articles). The first six annual lists are 
reproduced by photo offset from Vols. III through VIII 
of Studies in Bibliography, and the 1955 list (not in 
Vol. IX) is here first printed. Except for the 1949 
compilation by Mr. Bowers and Lucy Clark, the lists 
were gathered by Rudolph Hirsch and Howell J. 
Heaney. The work is made more valuable by a 60- 
page subject and author index which also includes items 
in the Studies for Vols. I and IX. Of names appearing 
in the index, Mr. Bowers himself, with 57 entries, heads 
the list, followed by Curt F. Biihler, William B. Todd, 
Ernst Kyriss, and Lamberto Donati, in that order. 
And of subjects, Shakespeare, with 130 entries, is by far 
the most popular; 37 titles deal with Gutenberg, 28 
with Samuel Johnson, 17 with Whitman, 15 with Henry 
James, and 14 each with Milton and A. E. Housman. 
The preface is signed by Anne Freuenberg, who writes 
that the method of photo reproduction accounts for the 
presence of some vestigial addenda notes; as new page 
numbers are used throughout the book, it is regrettable 
that this extraneous material on pp. 30, 69, 89 and 107 
could not have been removed. This is a very minor 
flaw in a volume which significantly adds to our bibli- 
ographical tools.

This is the first bibliography of Glenway Wescott, contemporary American author. Mr. Wes- 


cott was born in Wisconsin in 1901, but after his sixteenth birthday rarely spent time in his home 
state. However, almost all his work during the twenties, his most productive decade, was set in 
Wisconsin. He was one of those phenomenal young men who established a substantial literary 
reputation during the experimental, fruitful twenties, enjoying almost as much recognition as a 
rising and promising writer as did Hemingway and Fitzgerald. At twenty-six, Wescott won the 
Harper prize for The Grandmothers (1927), his most enduring novel and one that most richly 
assesses his Wisconsin experiences. By the time Wescott was twenty-nine, he had published two 
books of poetry, two novels and a collection of short stories, along with uncollected poems, stor- 
ies and reviews. Much of his writing was done in France where he was one of the youngest of the 
expatriates. After his return in 1933, he published The Pilgrim Hawk (1940), a novel of techni- 
cal brilliance that shrewdly comments on the expatriate world of the twenties, and Apartment in 
Athens (1945), a popular novel dealing with the German occupation of Greece. Though no fic- 
tion has come from his hand in the last thirteen years, he has continued to write and is at work 
on several novels. For the the past twenty-five years he has resided in New York and New 
Jersey. 

Many literary techniques and experiments of his time converge in Wescott’s work and estab- 
lish him as one of America’s literary pioneers. With Wisconsin as metaphor, his work of the 
twenties provides insight into our Middle West, its various levels of reality and special tensions, 
and explains the impulses motivating intellectual pioneering and the dilemmas of the expatriate. 
Thus the dimensions of his work extend beyond regional boundaries and individual experiences 
and suggest a fable of America. 

As stylist as well as regional writer, Wescott makes an important literary contribution. 
Trained in the disciplines of imagist poetry, he employs a precise diction and lyrical style to 
evoke the past; the style is a highly perfected instrument for communicating states of mind and 
nostalgic recollection. No less a scrupulous artist in his later work, he shifts from subjective 
rendering and impressionism to a more objective, analytical method and demonstrates an in- 
creased mastery of narrative strategy. All of Wescott’s work testifies to his lifelong dedication 
to literary excellence. 

Part One of this bibliography ee ro presents Mr. Wescott’s work and is intended 
to be exhaustive. Part Two is a selective bibliography of critical writings about Wescott, ar- 
ranged alphabetically by author. It includes all major articles, books with substantial sections on

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UNPUBLISHED DISSERTATIONS IN THE HISTORY AND 
THEORY OF TRAGEDY, 1889-1957

With the modern tendency towards specialization, even in the cultural fields, literary scholars 
“fare becoming increasingly aware of the many areas of literary endeavor which either call for 
further study or reappraisal in the light of recent investigations. A need for such examination is 
especially true in the field of tragedy and tragic theory. Ever since the days of A. C. Bradley, 
and his discussions of tragedy, there has been a growing interest in tragic theory. Scholars, more 
than ever before, have re-examined Aristotle’s Poetics to test its validity as a criterion for the 
writing and judging of plays in a contemporary society. Works have been subjected to a more 
thorough study and sifting. Indeed, in recent years hardly a month passed that a new book did 
not appear in the press, which dealt with some phase of tragedy. This interest has been evidenced 
in colleges and universities, where more and more students have devoted themselves, as specialists,

Even as it became apparent in the 1930’s that a bibliographical guide was absolutely neces- 
sary in the field of English literature—witness the monumental Cambridge Bibliography of English 
Literature, which resulted—so today it is evident that there is a constant need for a bibliography 
devoted solely to the field of tragedy. Only in this way can the scholar conveniently learn where 
the basic tools are located; only in this way can he learn what aspects of the subject have been 
It is in response to this need that the writer offers this 
.Ppresent bibliography, which limits itself to the unpublished dissertations written in colleges and 

universities. Naturally, this list does not aspire to provide a solution to the entire problem. Never- 


m- @itheless, because of the favorable reception by scholars to the inclusion of unpublished disserta- 


tions in my Bibliography of Medieval Drama (Berkeley, 1954. 423pp.), the present compilation 
seems a step in the right direction, especially as it brings together information that had not ap- 
peared in print. 

Some eight hundred and fifty-nine entries are listed, covering over one hundred colleges and 
universities in the United States, Canada, England, Ireland, Scotland, South Africa, and Wales. 


The work includes dissertations devoted to the history and theory of tragedy from Aristotle to the 


present day. In fact, it lists unpublished dissertations which treat of any phase of the history or 

theory of tragedy, either in general, or in the work of a particular playwright or critic. In- 
tluded also are several dissertations on novelists, such as Hardy, Hawthorne, and Melville, because 
no authors seem to have been greatly influenced in their own works by the principles of tragic 
eory. 

For the convenience of those who use this bibliography, the compiler, rather than list the 
dissertations according to school, or in chronological order, follows another plan which will be 
more useful to those engaged in research. First, there is a listing of general works on tragedy, 
arranged by author in alphabetical order. Second, the remaining entries are arranged by country, 
with each country appearing in alphabetical order. Third, within each country, with the excep- 
tion of England, the arrangement is as follows: (1) general works; (2) individual playwrights or 
critics, arranged in alphabetical order; (3) if there is more than one dissertation devoted to a par- 
ticular playwright or critic, the works are listed in alphabetical order, according to the name of 
the author of the dissertation. Because of the large number of works devoted to tragedy in 
England, it appears feasible, after listing the general works, to make the divisions according to 
century. Then, within each century, the division is the same as for each individual country. 

A difficulty arises, however, in relation to the problem of placing particular works in a defi- 
nite century. For example, the term “Elizabethan,” seems to be used by writers almost according 
to whim. Strictly speaking, Elizabethan drama should end with the death of Queen Elizabeth in 
1603. Many writers, nevertheless, extend the limit of the term either to the death of Shakespeare, 
in 1616, or to the closing of the theatres in 1642. Because of this complication, and the necessity 
for some resolution, the compiler abides by his division into centuries. Thus, all titles using the 


word “Elizabethan” are placed in the sixteenth century, including dissertations devoted exclusively 
to Shakespeare. 
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THE PHYSICIAN IN THE AMERICAN NOVEL, 1870-1955

This list concerns novels in American literature published between 1870 and 1955 which 
focus on the physician as the main character. The number of books is startling, yet the, check- 
list is by no means definitive. The first prerequisite in the selection of the books was that the 
physician be the main character. I have not attempted to read all the novels on my list to as- 
certain the doctor’s role. I have accepted the authority and decisions of the secondary sources 
which listed novels about physicians. Another problem inherent in the use of secondary sources 
is the inevitability of inaccuracies which occur in printing. 

A second consideration was the purpose to include novels only. As is evident from the length 
of the check-list, the subject of physicians is very popular in twentieth-century literature. The 
number of biographies, memoirs, plays, and short stories concerning physicians are numerous. I 
arbitrarily chose novels in the necessary limitation of the large bulk of material. The levels of 
the quality among the novels extend from valued belles-lettres to trash; the form, not the quali- 
ty, provided the basis of my selection. 

The years 1870 to 1955 are again arbitrary to confine the material to a workable scope. The 
number of novels increases steadily from 1870 on, and the date provides a convenient division 
for material from the later nineteenth century. Moreover, the novels published during the period 
are more easily located because of the increase of periodical literature and reference guides. 

The novels are intended to be works sy American authors; however, in the case of little 

known authors and recent works the nationality was difficult to ascertain. In instances of au- 
thors who could not be traced in biographical guides, the place of original publication of their 
novels became the determining factor in establishing the nationality of the author. 
The source of the titles was a combination of previous check-lists and general periodical ma- 
terial. Much of the bibliographical information was lacking in these sources. The intention is to 
give the author’s name, the title of the book, the place and date of first publication. Pseudonyms 
are indicated and have separate entries referring the reader to the author’s name. 
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
